A CASE INJURED. 

Every order is sent the day after it 1s received, unless otherwise ordered ; 
provided the article ordered is in proper condition to send, so that if par ties 
ordering do not receive goods in reasonable time they may be assured the 
order has nolgee eached us. 

All goods are sent by express unless specially ordered otherwise, 
and we earnestly advise our customers to have their plants always sent by 
express, as our light system of packing makes the charges comparatively 
low, and they almost invariably arrive in perfect order when thus sent. 
The difference between express and freight charges is nothing when the 
certainty of having them received in good condition, when sent by express, 
is taken into consideration. 

We will send plants by mail as heretofore; but we would here impress 
upon onr patrons the fact, that no plant should ever be sent by mail to any 
point where an express office reaches, as larger and finer plants and more of 
them for the same amount, can be sent by express than by mail; for in all 
orders from THIS CATALOGUE, sent by express, extra plants are always in- 
cluded that are of more value than cost of expressage. 

It will always be to the interest of purchasers to leave the selection of 
varieties as far as possible to us, when full sets are not taken, as itis very 
difficult to judge of the merits of varieties by descriptions. When selec- 


tions are left to us, persons may always rely on receiving better plants than 


if they selected themselves, as perhaps the variety selected we may have no 
good plants of.

We may state, 
when not wanted for winter flowering, that a covering of six inches of dry leaves or straw 
aro’ 1the roots, put on in December, will preserve them through the winter in the 
Northern States ; in most of the Southern States they will be hardy without covering.

All who now buy it from us again this season, may expect that 
the young plants they receive may have no indications of the curious leaf-marking, but 
plain, like the ordinary bronze sorts—at the same time, they may rest assured that the 
half of each leaf will assume a golden yellow color as soon as the plant is grown. See 
cut.

It will be seen that this year we have changed the general arrangement of Roses, 
placing them more in regard to their hardiness and blooming qualities, than botanically. 
The Monthly or Ever-Blooming sorts, undoubtedly give better satisfaction than the Hy- 
brid Perpetuals-— flowering continually—but not being hardy north of Maryland require 
protection (which is best done by covering the roots in December with leaves or coarse 
litter to about six inches in depth.) The Hybrid Perpetuals are perfectly hardy, but do 
not bloom, as their name would indicate, perpetually, giving only one profuse bloom in 
June, and a partial bloom throughout the summer. 

All, with but few exceptions, are grown on their own roots, from cuttings of the 
young wood; they are healthy plants, that have never been forced, and are grown in pots. 

We would here take occasion to state the great advantage to the buyer to get Roses 


_that have been grown in pots. The fact of their having been so grown in no way affects 


their hardness, but on the contrary, enables them to grow with vigor from the time they 
are planted, while those lifted from the open ground take half the summer before they 
commence to root, many of them dying outright. We never sell Roses from the opeh 
ground unless specially ordered, and never do so without warning the purchaser of the 
risk of failure. 

Purchasers will always do better to leave the selection of varieties to us, as far as pos- 
sible, not only as a rule getting better plants, but, besides, greater distinction of varieties.
